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DODGE RUNS A FAST MILE 



DOES THE BEST GALLOP SHOWN BY ANY OF 
THE KENTUCKY DERBY HORSES. 

With the Big Race Only Four Weeks Away Trainers 
Begin Sending Their Charges Along 
in Earnest. 



Louisville, Ky., April 1",.— .Four weeks from today 
♦lie Kentucky Derby will be decided at the Churchill 
Downs truck. 

Dodge, with his stable companion, Franklin, to- 
day worked the most sensational Derby gallop of 
the season so far, at Douglas Park. He covered 
n mile in 1:40%, was being pulled up at a mile 
and an eighth in 1:50%, and cantered out a mile 
and three -sixteenths in 2:00%. The fractional time 
of the mile was 12%, 25, 37, 49%, 1:01%, 1:14%, 
1:26%. F. Murphy was on Dodge and J. Callahan 
on Franklin, ltotii colts pulled up in fine condi- 
tion. 

At the same course Cosmic worked three-quar- 
ters in 1:14%, and was pulled up at seven -eighths 
in 1:32. The fractional time was 12, 23%, So, 
47%, 1:01.

As training of the Derby candidates has advanced 
in the last few weeks while some of the many elig- 
ibles have been dropped out of the event, according 
to rc|M>rts by their trainers, the bulk of the stars 
engaged are still all being prepared with a view to 
filling their engagement, and it will be no surprise 
if the starters this year even topjied the field of 
lust year, which was the record for the event, em- 
bracing. as it did. sixteen starters. 

The latest from the training quarters of James 
Rowe iu the east is that Dominant is being 
specially fitted for liis Kentucky Derby engage- 
ment and the division of the Whitney stable at 
the Downs, in charge of trainer Albert Simons, 
has evidently had instructions to endeavor to put 
Slipshod on edge to also start in the rich stake. It 
is now thought that the starter from the stable of 
A. K. Maeomhor in the Derby will be Star Hawk, 
though both his other entries, Hesperus and The 
tkjck, are doing well in their preparation at the 
Downs. The brilliant colt George Smith, owned by 
John Sanford is a sure starter, barring future train- 
ing uccidents. Another easterner eertniu to go is 
Lena Misha in F. J. Nolan’s string. Mr. Sanford 
also has in the race the chestnut gelding St. Isi- 
dore, but it is not thought he will sturt, unless 
some training mishap occurs to George Smith. It 
has been many a day at the Downs since two 
Is-tter looking three-year-olds than Star Hawk and 
George Smith have been in training there. Doth 
look like real Derby champions and it is hard to 
choose which of them is the best type of a high- 
class three-year-old. 

None of the Derby candidates in training is doing 
lietter than .1. S. Ward’s ten times winner of last 
yeur, Dodge, and that colt's stable companion, 
Franklin, is also doing well in training. The 
eastern stable of W. It. Coe is as yet to arrive 
at the Downs. He has three* Derby eligibles to se- 
lect from and, from all accounts, his cult White 
Hackle fills the eye and Is regarded as of suffi- 
ciently high class to meet the many other cracks 
in the event. 

There an* no less than fifteen of the Derby can- 
didates now in training at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track at Lexington, but it will hardly Is* known 
for a couple of weeks yet as to which of these 
three -yeur -olds can lie set down as sure starters. 

Since arriving at the Downs, F. J. Nolan’s Lena 
Misha, is a Derby candidate that has won a lot of 
friends by his track appearance and this fine- 
looking son of King Janies may be quite a factor 
iu the big race, lie works like a three -year -old 
that with a few weeks more training will run far. 
His speed is unquestioned. 

As yet Daffouilleur and Esprit Gaulois. C. H. 
Mackay’s two three-year-old* that were bred in 
France, have not arrived here, but front all ac- 
counts they are training satisfactorily in the east 
with the big stake at the Downs in view. 

During the thirteen days of racing at the Downs 
this spring, six other stakes will be run. These 
embrace such as the Kentucky Oaks, for tliroc- 
y ear-old fillies with $2,500 added; the (’lark Han- 
dicap, with $2,009 added; the Frank Felir Stakes, 
with $1,000 added; the Dashfonl Manor Stakes, 
with $2, INN) added; the Debutante Stakes, with 
$2,000 added, and the Juvenile Stakes, with $1,000 
added. The latter three rai-es are all for two- 
year-olds, the former being for colts and geldings 
only, and the Debutante for fillies only. 

There are only six days of racing at the Downs 
this spring on which no stake race has been set to 
Is* decided. On these days an extra program iu 
attraction in the way of overnight races will Is* 
given and, as the management is giving in purse 
races money exceeding iu thousands that ever hung 
up liefore by any Kentucky track, it is safe to say 
that many great races will be run on these after- 
noons.

Earlocker has issued 
eutry blanks for the four steeplechase stakes to be 
given by the Saratoga Association. To the Sara- 
toga Steeplechase Handicap $1,500 is added, and to 
the North American the Deverwyck and the Shil- 
lelah $1,000 each. 

Trainer Frank M. Taylor, who has charge of W. 
8. Kilmer's horses at Gravesend, recently received 
five more of the Kilmer thoroughbreds which had 
lieen wintering at Dinghampton. Among them is 
the five-year-old horse AUumeur. bred by Clarence 
H. Mackny in France and for which Mr. Kilmer 
paid a handsome price at the sale of the Mackay 
thoroughbreds last fall. This horse raced success- 
fully ou the other side of the Atluutic before being 
brought over.

Mackenzie, to trainer Dick McMahon at Liberty- 
ville. Adkins rejnirts he now lias u dozen thor- 
oughbreds in training at Churchill Downs, the 
latest additions to his string being eight two-year- 
olds from California, recently purchased from 
Adolpli Spreckels. They are named Amazonian, 
Tinsel, Conservator, Signoretta, Farewell, Mac- 
monde. Lady Dunbar and Fairmoude. lie likes 
Trusty, the Broomstick gelding lie bought from 
Harry Payne Whitney. San Vega, he says, is train- 
ing well and Leo Skolny is better than ever. 

Adkins is delighted with the appearance of six 
foals recently produced by the Mackenzie mares 
at Beaumont Farm. They were all bred in Cali- 
fornia and are a chestnut filly by Rey Hindoo — 
La Reine Empress (dam of Sal Vanity and Eliza- 
beth McNaugliton), bay colt by Rey Hindoo — Ad- 
mit, chestnut colt by Rey Hindoo — Gracious Dame, 
bay colt by Tim Payne — Cheridah (half-sister to 
Nealon), and hay filly by Rey Hindoo — Saintolat. 
Adkins says he will put Buckliorn into training 
again at the close of the present breeding season.

— Ex -Senator John- 
son N. Camden, chairman of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, who has lieen here for some 
time departed yesterday for his home iu Ver- 
sailles. Ky.. and will preside over the meeting of 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission to lie held 
at Lexington, April 29. Judge Allie W. Young of 
the commission, who lias also been -sojourning here 
for some time, will lie absent from the meeting. 
He intends to remain here until the last of April. 

All tin* turfmen here, witli the exception of A. L. 
Kirby. E. B. Elkins and Bob Itogers, who go next 
Tuesday, will depart for Lexington tomorrow. 

C. It. Ellison left yesterday for Chicago via 
Louisville, where lie will st<^> off for several days. 

Jockey D. Stirling has sufficiently recovered to 
be removed from the hospital to his temporary home 
in this city. 

Regardless of reports to the contrary, there will 
bo no racing at Oaklawn next fall. The towns- 
people would welcome a short resumption of tiie 
sport during the autumn, but it would be prejudicial 
to a spring meeting. 

President Gus Strauss, of the Business Men’s 
League, who assisted more than any other one per- 
son in liringiug about the restoration of racing 
here this spring, will leave tomorrow for St. Louis 
where he will have a conference with L. A. Celia 
relative to future racing here. 

Superintendent Schrader will immediately begin 
overhauling the Oaklawn plant and plans extensive 
improvements in general. All the stables are to re- 
receive attention in addition to several coats of paint, 
and the grandstand, likewise, will be spruced up. 

Many applications have been received for stalls 
from owners who are desirous of wintering at the 
track. 

NEW KENTUCKY ORGANIZATION LAUNCHED. 

Lexington, Ky., April 15. — At a meeting here 
tiiis afternoon of horsemen and others interested in 
the breeding of thoroughbred horses and the general 
welfare of the turf, an organisation to he known 
and incorporated as the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, with its principal offices at I^*x- 
ington, was formed with sixty-one signers to the 
membership enrollment. 

Messrs. Milton Young. J. O. Keene, A. B. Han- 
cock. John 8. Barbee, Hal Price Headley, Thomas 
P. Hayes. Thomas C. McDowell. Charles II. Berry- 
man and F. A. Forsythe, was elected as a board of 
directors. Hal Price Headley was elected president, 
Milton Young, vice-president. Thomas B. Cromwell, 
secretary, and tiie Phoenix and Third National 
Bank, treasurer. 

Articles of incorporation are to Ik* filed Monday 
and the organization expects to have its charter 
from the state of Kentucky within a few days. 
Another meeting of membcis will Ik; held next 
Saturday afternoon. 

letters from horsemen in Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee, offering encouragement and taking 
membership were read. There was also a letter 
of encouragement and sympathy with the plans of 
the organizers from former United States Senator 
.1. (’. S. Blackburn, one of the staunchest of friends 
of the thoroughbred horse iu this country. Ixivers 
of the s|K>rt of racing in all sections of the country 
are eligible for membership. MemlHTsliip fee is 
$19 and no dues are collected for the first year. 
After that the dues are $1(1 annually. Offices will 
Ik* oiiened in tiie Hernando building. The object 
of the organization is to do all lawful things for 
the improvement of the breeding of horses, the ele- 
vation of the turf and the betterment of racing. 

CRIMPER PROBABLY A HIGH-CLASS COLT. 

Notwithstanding some published reports to the 
contrary, the only one of the big band of Duryea 
horses, which landed in New York a few days ago, 
that has ever started in a race, is the three-year- 
old cult (,’riniiier by Maintenon — Frizette, by Ham- 
burg. Crimper started in four races in England 
last year and, without winning any of them, ran 
so well that in such Derby forecasts as were in- 
dulged in l>y English writers last winter and early 
this spring, prior to Mr. Duryea’s death, he was 
frequently mentioned among those deemed to have 
a chance in the big race. His first start was in 
the Princess Plate at Newmarket, July 2, in which 
lie ran unplaced to Cretan Swell, Marcus and 
Analogy. At the same track, July 13. he ran third 
to Eos and Nassovian In tiie Soltykoff Stakes, fif- 
teen finishing behind him. Nassovian is a Des- 
mond colt belonging to John Sanford, for which he 
gave a high price when a yearling. In the New 
Coventry Stakes, at Newmarket, July 29, he ran 
third to Marcus and Figaro, beaten a head and 
a half length. This time Nassovian was fourth 
and Eos fifth. By the record Marcus and Figaro 
werp two of the liest colts in Engluud last year, 
so tiiis race made Crimper out to be about as 
good as any of them. In the Bibury Club Stakes, 
Septemlier 13, lie was unplaced to the two flying 
fillies Telephone Girl and Fifinella, he finishing 
fiftli from a bad start and in front of Marcus, 
ClarissimuB, Nassovian and the subsequent Middle 
I’ark Plate winner Argos. Altogether Ills racing 
was such as to suggest that whoever buys him at 
the Duryea sale, will secure a prize of the first 
order. Ilis dam. Frizette, was bred by James R. 
Keene and is by Hamburg from the St. Simon mare 
Ondulee. She was a good racer and u stake win- 
ner lor Mr. Keene. 



Baltimore, Md., April 15. — The spring meeting at 
Havre de Grace was ushered in this afternoon under 
auspicious conditions. A well-balanced card of six 
races, featured by the Harford Handicap, with 
$1,500 added, was provided for the occasion. In 
a stirring finish, W. L. Oliver’s Kewessa was re- 
turned the winner of the stake by the scantiest of 
margins over Flittergold. Superior horsemanship ou 
the part of jockey McTaggart had much to do with 
the victory, as he clearly outrode Burlingame at 
the finish.

It is probable that he will train 
such of them as are not turned over to J. Howard 
Lewis. 

A. C. Parretto is endeavoring to sell Reybourn to 
be raced at the hunt meetings. This son of Star 
Shoot is of galloway size. 

Philadelphia sent a big delegation to the races 
for the opening day. Among those seen in the crowd 
were Lafe Block, George C. Roeseh, Gus Mille, 
Jack Fogarty, Morris Boney and Andrew Brant. 

Jockey W. Kelsay and the apprentice G. Lomas 
will ride for the McNaughton stable. 

The contract on jockey K. Weathersby lias been 
transferred by George J. Day to A. R. Bresler.

GOVERNOR COMMENDS KENTUCKY RACING. 

Lexington, Ky., April 15. — Thomas Griffin, w'lio 
is now living at Oakland, California, and is a mem- 
lier of the Golden Gate Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, this week wrote to a Lexington friend 
for a copy of Kentucky’s racing law and at the 
same time requested an expression from Governor 
A. 0. Stanley as to whether or not the law is 
giving satisfaction to the people of Kentucky. 

He stated that the Golden Gate Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, of which Charles W. Clark is president, 
and J. C. Nealon secretary, will make an effort 
for the adoption of the Kentucky law by the Cali- 
fornia legislature. A copy of the law was for- 
warded to him and Governor Stanley answered his 
inquiry, in a letter to tiie Golden Gate Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ Association, as follows: 

"It gives me pleasure to say that the turf in 
Kentucky under tiie present law and through the 
administration of the Kentucky State Racing Com*- 
mission is in a most flourishing condition. 

“It is the sentiment of the iieople who are en- 
gaged in breeding and racing horses in Kentucky 
that tiie passage of tiiis law was the salvation of 
the vast breeding industry and the great sport of 
racing in this state. 

“As conducted under tiie administration of our 
state racing commission, the sjiort in Kentucky is 
clean and tiie people who patronize it are well 
satisfied. 

“This law became effective in April, 1906, and 
during the ten years of its operation no amendment 
to it lias iieen offered.” 

In the course of his letter Griffin said the senti- 
ment iu California is growing stronger for racing 
and that the Golden Gate Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association will have workers in each of the sena- 
torial and legislative districts. 

He was frank to say that unless the Kentucky 
law was satisfactory to tile jieuple of this state, 
they would not want it in California, but that if It 
had proved so after ten years’ ttrial, they would 
want it. Therefore it goes without saying that 
Governor Stanley’s letter will have great weight 
in determining action upon the measure to be in- 
troduced in California. 1

THINKS CANADIAN PRACTICE SUPERIOR. 

— 

/(■w fields of systematic action have any real 
need of much change in such regulations as have 
governed them for any considerable period of time. 
The chief need of s|»ort, at least, is for the correct 
and universal application of the existing rules, 
rather than the invention of new provisions. The 
new selling race rules at Bowie have in no manner 
accomplished the end which their manufacturers 
hoped for, and there lias been no discouragement or 
lessening of the bidding up of winners. One man 
has bid up ten horses in fifteen races and is still 
going. Pimlico lias yet another experiment to be 
tried out at the meeting next month, under which 
winners as well as beaten horses may be claimed, 
but only by the owners in the same race. The 
correct and common sense rule in such cases is the 
Canadian practice, which permits claims by all 
persons not in bad standing, whether owners or not. 
The reason for giving half of the advance in runup 
to the clubs exists no longer, if it ever did have a 
sound foundation, and that portion should not be 
retained, but the claiming rule in force in Canada 
is immeasurably bettor than the New York limita- 
tion. In fact, in every point of difference between 
the codes, the superiority in all practical affairs of 
race control lies with tiie rules in force in Canada 
aud the west. — Francis Nelson in Toronto OK) be.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Defeat of the Turkish forces in Mesopotamia by 
the British was reported officially at London Fri- 
day. In an engagement on the Tigris the Turks 
were driven back from one and one-lmlf to three 
miles. The text of the statement says: General 

Lake reports that on the afternoon of April 12 our 
forces on the right (south) bank of the Tigris 
forced back the enemy’s advanced lines over a 
distance varying from one and one-lialf to three 
miles. To do this they had to cross an inundated 
belt intersected by deep cuts from 500 to 1,200 yards 
wide, extending from the Tigris to the Umm-El- 
Bralini marsh. On the left bank water from the 
marshes has been driven by a northwest gale into 
some of the enemy’s trendies at Sannayyat. The 
enemy was heavily punished as he took refuge from 
the flood In the new position. Officers’ casualty 
lists for the month of February show that the 
British army lost 263 killed, 597 wounded and 15 
missing, a total of 875. This brings the aggregate 
loss since the beginning of the war to 23.962, of 
whom 7,420 have been killed or have died of wounds. 
11.755 wounded, and 1,787 are missing or prisoners 
of war. In February, losses were heaviest in the 
Indian contingent operating in Mesopotamia and at 
tbe Persian gulf, the returns showing 63 officers 
killed, 155 wounded and eleven missing. Royal 
engineers lost 6 killed, 40 wounded; Yorkshires, 
killed, 33 wounded; field artillery, 13 killed. 23 
wounded; Canadians. 5 killed, 18 wounded. During 
the month Brigadier Generals Hodson and Harvey 
were killed. Four lieutenant colonels were killed 
and four brigadier generals wounded. 

An American, John D. Harrison, of Chicago, was 
aboard the steamer Margam Abbey, sunk without 
warning April 8, American Consul General Skinner 
cabled the state department. Harrison was res- 
cued. Consul General Skinner’s report was the first 
advice to the state department that the sinking of 
the Margam Abbey involved any American citizens. 
Mr. Skinner’s information came from the American 
consul at Cardiff. Whiles, where Harrison evidently 
was landed. Harrison was a steward on the vessel", 
which was sunk without warning. Only a voluntary 
change of attitude by Germany on the Sussex case 
can stop the dispatch by President Wilson in the 
next thirty-six hours of a drastic ultimatum which 
will be preliminary to the recall of Ambassador Ger- 
rard. Official Washington accepted this status of 
the Berlin situation yesterday as it awaited word 
from President Wilson summoning to the white 
house congressional leaders to whom the president 
will state the latest developments in the submarine 
warfare controversy. Secretary Lansing continued 
work on the new note to Germany, thus dispelling 
intimations that it might already huve been started 
on its way. Mr. Lansing compared the affidavits 
on the attack on the Sussex which arrived at Wush-

Detailed instructions on his official attitude in 
regard to the Carranza suggestions for a withdrawal 
of American troops from Mexico, were dispatched 
to Consul Rodgers at Mexico City by Secretary 
1 rinsing. While officials refused to make any pub- 
lie announcement in the matter, it was learned on 
high authority the dispatch informs Rodgers of this 
government’s willingness to discuss the suggestions 
formally with Mexiean Ambassador Designate Ar- 
redondo. RodgoTS. it is understood, is not instruct- 
ed to treat with Carranza. He is merely to inform 
tiie first chief of Secretary Lansing’s decision to 
receive overtures from Senor Arredondo. A resolu- 
tion directing President Wilson to stop further 
exportation of arms and ammunition to Mexico was 
offered ’in the house by Representatives Rodenburg 
of Illinois. Apparently the immediate withdrawal 
of the American forces in Mexico is not con- 
templated. It is understood that the success of the 
<le facto government in demonstrating Its inten- 
tion and ability to hunt down Villa and his bandits, 
in event the American expedition is recalled, would 
have great weight with President Wilson in reach- 
ing a decision regarding the matter. 

The German official report of yesterday says: 
Western front: A strong English advance "against 

our crater positions south of St. Eloi* (Belgium) 
was completely repulsed after a hand-grenade en- 
gagement. In the Argonne and to the east of that 
region there were lively local artillery and mine 
duds. On thp left bank of the Meuse enemy at- 
tacks against our positions on Dead Man's hill, 
south of the Bois des Corbeaux and in the Bois 
des Cumieres, preparations for which were made 
by a great increase in the violence of the enemy’s 
artillery fire, could only be carried through by a 
few battalions against Dead Man’s hill, thanks to 
the destructive concentrated fire of the troops which 
we UajJ put in readiness on both sides of tlm Meuse. 
The attacking enemy waves broke down wltii the 
heaviest losses before our lines. The few men who 
penetrated our trenches were killed in the hand-to- 
hand fightiug. On the right bapk of the Meuse and 
on the Woevre plain the fighting activity chiefly 
wus limited to violent artillery duels. Two weak 
enemy hand -grenade attacks southwest of Fort 
I><ma uni out were without result. 

State department dispatches from El Paso yes- 
terday refer to unconfirmed reports of a second 
fight with American troops at Parrul. General 
Fuuston yesterday telegraphed the wur department 



that lie had not heard from General Pershing for 
three days. Secretary Baker said that General 
Funston was urging General Pershing to rush a re- 
port on the Parral incident. General Funston’s 
message was taken to indicate that the silence of 
General Pershing probably was due to inability to 
get information ratlier than to interruption of com- 
munication. General Funston lias been in communi- 
cation with other authorities in close touch with 
the advance expedition, but had asked General 
Pershing to report oftener, if possible, to kiep the 
war department advised. Secretary Baker said he 
still was waiting for a report on the conferences 
between General Pershing and Generals Herrera and 
Gutierrez. 

Declaring that there is no change in contemplation 
regarding tiie Mexican punitive expedition. Secre- 
tary Baker of the wnr department yesterday after- 
noon gave out the following statement: “The stntus 
of the expedition into Mexieo is as it was at the 
beginning, in cordial co-otierution with the de facto 
government of Mexico. That co-operation continues 
and the expedition continues. There has been no 
change either in purpose or in orders. No change 
has been made in the orders and none is in contem- 
plation.” 

It is understood in London that the Britisli cabi- 
net has virtually decided that there shall be no gen- 
eral compulsion on the lines of “equal sacrifice for 
all.” The final decision of tiie cabinet in this mat- 
ter has been deferred until Monday but it is said 
that a majority of tiie ministers are against con- 
scription of married men. 

The steamship Shenandoah has been sunk by a 
mine, a Lloyd’s report says. The captain and part 
of the crew have been landed. Two men are miss- 
ing. The Britisli steamship Shenandoah, of 3,886 
gross tons, was built at Glasgow in 1893 and was 
owned by the Furness- Withy company of West Har- 
tlepool. It sailed from St. John, N. B., March 28 
for London. 

A statement issued, by the German admiralty 
under date of April 13 says that in the month 
of March eighty trading vessels belonging to hos- 
tile countries, with an aggregate tonnage of 207,- 
000, were sunk by German submarines or their 
in ines.

CINCINNATI TROPHY’S BIG ENTRY LIST. 

Latonia, Ky., April 15. — The Cincinnati Trophy, 
the big feature race for two-year-olds of the 
Latonia summer meeting, closed with the huge 
number of 121 entries. This event when first in- 
augurated in 1902. was known as the Fleiselimann 
Trophy, due to the fact that Julius Fleischmann, 
at one time Mayor of Cincinnati, in its early day, 
always gave to it a handsome loving cup for a 
trophy. After the track at Latonia passed into its 
present management, manager John Hachmeister de- 
cided to continue to give a loving cup annually to 
the race, but changed the name of the event to the 
Cincinnati Trophy. 

Annually the Cincinnati Trophy lias resulted in a 
star field going to the post. Among its winners 
since it was first run have been two subsequent 
Derby winners in Governor Gray and Old Rosebud. 
Other winners of such events that, have started in 
the race embrace Sir Huon, Joe Morris, Donau and 
Worth. In several instances the placed horses in 
the Cincinnati Trophy have been the spring favorites 
for Kentucky Derbys. 

This year many eastern turfmen have made exten- 
sive nominations and some of these have never be- 
fore made entries in such events on any Kentucky 
track. 

The Latonia summer meeting begins this year on 
Wednesday, June 14 and comes to a close on Tues- 
day, July 11, a racing period of twenty-four days. 
The great feature race is the Latonia Derby, at 
one mile and a half, with $10,000 added, and which 
has closed with sixty entries. The easterners who 
have the best of their stables engaged in the Derby 
are W. R. Coe, A. K. Macomber, F. J. Nolan, J. 
Sanford and H. I*. Whitney, the latter having no 
less than seven entries.
